prieties of the situation, or at least have 
attempted to do so, and in what I have done 
today I fancied I had violated none of 
the tules of the senate or none of the prin- 
ciples of comity that govern the action of 
senators one with another. 

**My statement to the senator was simply 
to the allusion he,made to me and my con- 
nection with this case, and if his record its 
as clean‘he should take no offense at the 
statement E made. It was for the purpose 
of emphasizing the fact that the 'seeretary 
of ‘the treasury simply discharged his duty, 
and that my connection with it Was abso- 
lutely free from any interference with the 
civil service laws or with any propriety 
that governs the appointment of subordinate 
officers of the government of the United 
States.”’ 


No Complaint as to Removal. 

“I made no allusion,” replied Mr. Teller, 
**to that matter whatever. I was not com- 
plaining and made no complaint of the re- 
moval of Gen. Thomas—none whatever. That 
was not the matter I went into. What I 


read was entirely different matter and had 


no confiection with Gen. Thomas, but Gen. 
Thomas was the author and authority for a 
charge of violation of the civil service laws. 
That was all l wascomplaining of. Had the 
senator from Illinois listened to what I said 
or had taken the pains to find out what I 
said, he would find no reflection upon the 
secretary of the treasury, upon himself, or 
upon anybody else concerning the removal 
of Gen. Thomas.”’ 


Cullom Defends Thomas. 


Senator Cullom then took part in the dis-_ 


cussion, and said: 

‘‘I knew Gen. Thomas well. He was my 
personal friend. I aided in securing his ap- 
pointment and stood by him all through his 
term of service and up to about the time 
when the action was taken by the secretary 
of the treasury making the order for his 
removal. Gen. Thomas believed he was do- 
ing his duty fully and felt himself to be one 
of the best officers as appraiser in the coun- 
try. I know he was sincere about it and was 
as perfectly honest and upright a man as 
ever lived, but the fact was he was feeble for 
a year or two before his removal and death. 


He died shortly after his retirement, and | 


I really did not know fully the condition of 
his office. 

‘*I stood by him until he came here ona 
particular occasion. I went with him to the 
department-and-soon afterwards the secre- 
tary called my attention to the report on the 
result’of an investigation of his office, which 
satisfied me that I ought not to attempt to 
keep him in the office longer, and so I did not 
do so Soon a¥ter he was removed it seemed 
to affect him {o such an extent that in my 
judgment his removal hastened his death. 
He died shortly afterwards in an office, 
where he had ne to secure a pension, be-- 
cause, I supposp, he was then poor and felt 
the need of — ring a pension. He was a 
splendid soldier and if anybody was entitled 
to a pension I have no doubt he was. 


‘Upholds Shaw’s Action. 

“But the truth ‘about it is the secretary 
knew all about the conditions in his office, 
and while he did not desire to make the re- 
port public because of his regard for the 
old soldier, the truth was the secfetary was 
probably justified in the action he took. I 

only say that because the reading of the 
letter from Gen. Thomas would indicate the 
secretary’ was at fault if the letter was to 
be taken as true. I have no doubt the letter 
was written, so far as the general was con- 
cerned, believing it was absolutely true.” 

Senator Teller then said: “ The letter of 
Gen. Thomas does not refer to his removal.” 

“T know it,”’ said Senator Cullom. 

“And nothing I said should have been 
construed,’” replied Senator Teller, “ into 
any criticism of the secretary of the treasury 
or of either senator from Illinois because of 
his removal.’’ 

“The senator certainly does not want the 
senate to believe that the letter was got 
writ by. Gen. Thomas because of his re- 
movak” said Senator Cullom. 3 

Why He Wrote the Letter. 

“T stated that*Gen. Thomas had been re- 
moved,” replied Senator Teller, and, smast- 
ing under -that,.he wrote this letter.” 

‘Senator: Cullom-+Y.es; that is. right. 

Senator «Teller—I “said, and I repeat again, 
that a charge from such a responsible source 
requires the secretary of the treasury to re- 
spond to it in some manner.

FIND NO POSTAL GUILT, 


REPORT ACQUITS MEMBERS oF 
CONGRESS; HITS BRISTOW. 


Committee of House Submits Result of 
| Investigation Into Charges. Made 
by Representative Overstreet—Bea- 
vers Declared to Have Had Perqui- 
pites for His Personal and Political 
Friends—Minority Scores the Fourth | 
Assistant Postmaster General. 


‘Washington, D. C., April 12.—Bristow and 


Beavers were severely criticised and mem- 


bers of congress were declared not guilty of 
the charges made against them in connection 
with postal affairs by the report of the special 
committee of the house appointed to investi«e 
gate, which was submitted today. The mi- 
nority filed supplemental views: which re- 
lated entirely to Bristow. The latter is de- 
clared to have made a “* guess and the records 
do not show that guess to have been correct.”’ 

The report proper says nothing has ap- 
peared to show that any member of the house 
profited financially in the slightest degree or 
was guilty’ of improper conduct. It is de- 
clared the severance of members from work 
in connection with postoffices would augment 
the efficiency of the house of representativesy 

The committee says the impression made 
upon the minds of the members of Mr. 
Overstreet’s committee by the publication 
of the fact that the report was in its pos- 
session, together with the inference that,it 
contained things which were a serious re- 


flection upon members, was the reason for | 


its publication by the committee. 

“It thus. came about,” the report com 
tinues, “‘ that the report was published, con 
taining the names of many members of con- 
gress which never should have been associ- 
ated with the so-called charges set forth in 
the Hay regolution.” 

The report next takes up the three cases 
where members of the present congress are 
stated to have leased property to the gov- 
ernment for postoffice purposes, the Winsted, 
Conn., case being that. of Representative 
Lilly; the Geneseo, N. Y.,’ case involving 
Representative Wadsworth. . In neither 
case was there detriment to the"; government 
or advantage to the other party, according 
to the committee. In the third case, that 
of Representative Bowersock of Lawrence, 
Kas., the property in question was presented 
by Mr. Bowersock to his daughter, and that 
by reason of his wealth the gift was of little 
consequence to him. 


Of the few cases where mane owned 


property used for postoffice purpdses,’ but 


where no leases were made, the postmaster 
paying the rent out of his salary, the com- 
mittee. finds no criticism, legal or otherwise. 
As to clerk hire cases, the report says the 
bare fact that there have been allowances 
means nothing. Referring to the Bristow . 
statement that millions have been appro- 
priated for clerk hire, the report says the 
funds “‘ have been used by Beavers largely 
as a political perquisite for the benefit of his 
personal and political friends.” The com- 
mittee was unable to find any basis for crit- 
icism in a single instance. The case of Rep-

PROF. STARR A POOR PRESS AGENT. 
Professional knowledge, backed by uni- 
* wersity degrees, may have abrupt limite- 
fions. Mark the recent case of Prof. Fred- 
erick Starr of the University of Chicago, 
commissioned to go after specimens of the 
hairy Ainus from the Japanese archipelago.

AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


BYRON’S COMPLETE WORKS. 
The Final Volume of the Set Edited by 
Coleridge and Prothero. | 3 
Volume VII. of the poetry in “‘ BYRON’S 
WORKS,” the new and definite edition of the 
verse and poetry of Byron, has been imported 
by Charles Scribner's Sons, New York. This 
is the last of the thirteen volumes which make 


poetry, it is edited with an introduction and 
notes by Ernest Hartley Coleridge, in the 
modern style, which aims to collect every 
scrap of information concerning the sub- 
ject and to leave nothing unexplained or un- 
commented on. 

This final volume consists of eighty-eight 
pages ofgminor poems and jeux d’esprit, a 
bibliography. of the successive editions and 
translations of Byron’s poetical works cover- 
ing 260 pages, and an index of the whole set 
covering about 100 pages. Of all the poems 
which Byron wrote nothing is omitted from 
this edition save a few imperfect and worth- 
less verses in manuscript. Of the seventy- 
three epigrams and jeux d’esprit which ap- 
pear in this volume, forty-five were incl . 
in Murraly’s one volume edition of 16837, 
eighteen ‘have been collected from various 
sources, and ten are printed for the first time. 
Mr. Coleridge uoes not indicate which these 
_ten are, but it does not matter, for there 
is not much in the book worthy of great 
notice, even if Byron did write it. 

The bibliography is really remarkable, and 
one gets some idea of the widespread appre- 
ciation of Byron's genius. Not to go into de- 
tails, Mr. Coleridge reckons of ‘‘ Manfred ”’ 
alone one Bohemian translation, two Danish, 
two Dutch, three French, nine German, three 
Hungarian, three Italian, two Polish, one 
Romaic, one Roumanian, four Russian, and 
three Spanish translations. It is a notable 
fact that the first edition of Byron's collected 
poems mentioned in the bibliography is one 
published in Philadelphia in 1813, an example 
of which George Ticknor presented to Byron 
and which pleased the poet greatly. 

Of Byron’s popularity Mr. Coleridge says 
that his ‘‘ revolutionary politics commended 
him to oppressed nationalities and their 
sympathizers; that he was against the 
‘tramplers ’—Castlereagh and the duke of 


stood for liberty. Another point im his favor 
was his freedom from cant, his indifference 
to the pieties and proprieties of the Britannic 
muse; that he had the courage of his opin- 
ions.”’ 
Of this edition nothing but praise can be 
said. It is edited with discrimination and 
scholarship and it presents the complete 
poems, plays, and letters of one of the great- 
est of the world’s poets in the most satis- 
factory form. It should be added’that this 
volume, like its predecessors, has a number 
‘of fine portraits.

ING, BULLS SELL OUT. 


Wheat Breaks Two Cents from Darly 
Rally, Making Net Loss of Over a 
Cent for Jualy—Corn Weak on Heavy 
Jaly Selling by Armour Interest — 
Oats Suffer from the General Liqui- 
dating Spirit, May Especially Weak 
—Other Markets. 


There was enough confidence among wheat 
traders at the opening that the government 
report was a bullish document and ought to 
result in higher Prices to bring about a mod- 
est initial advance of %c to Kc. But on this 
upturn there was an extremely meager and 
disappointing speculative demand, the com- 
mission buying orders few and small. Local 
holders began to suspect that perhaps the 
price discounted the reduced crop prospect. 
The northwest markets were unqualifiedly 

‘weak. There was northwest selling here and 
the market had a sharp decline of about Ic. 
There wasa rally and prices held fora time 
under local buying at around the close of 
the previous session. : 

But there was more selling than the local 
demand could take care of, more local bulls

Seeding in the Northwest. 

There were some conflicting and confusing 
advices from Minneapolis as to the progress 
of ‘seeding.in the northwest and the possibil- 
ity of a large area being put in in spite of the 
backward spring. The weakness in the 
northwest and the northwest selling here 
indicated the grain men up there generally 
thought farm work would catch up in ‘time. 
One of the factors in starting the decline 
was the Bradstreet’s report of an increase 
of 1,719,000 bu in world’s stocks for the 
week, compared with a decrease of 2,481,000 
bu the corresponding week last year. 

' The cash demand was also dull enough to 
be a depressing factor, the No. 1 northern 
unsalable here at May price, and Duluth 
declaring the situation there unusually 
weak. There was more wheat northwest 
than a year ago, but less.southwest in the 
receipts, primary points’ having 282,000 bu, 
compared with 302,000 bu. Clearances were 
230,000 bu wheat and flour, including less 
than 6,000 bu wheat. The seaboard reported 
no export business. There was the claim that 
there were 3,500,000 bags of flour in China 
and Japan which had not been sold. The 
Liverpool market started higher on the 
Washington report, but closed unchanged to 
%d lower, and Paris and pani were un- 
changed. The speculative trade Was largely 
local, but there was heavy selling by Bart- 
lett-Frazier and other houses for the north- 
west. On the break under 87c for old July

Armour Sells J uly Corn. 
- Corn started firm in sympathy with wheat, 
making early gains. of %c to kc, and the 
Market was held for a time by a show of 
Armour support in July, but yielded slowly 
under heavy commission selling, much of 
which bore s of being for the Armour 
interest.

court of Indiana. .The lower court had re- 
fused the application of the board for an 
injunction restraining the Indianapolis firm 
from using its quotations on the ground prac- 
tically that the board itself was a bucket 
shop, the court taking this view seemingly 
because of the fact that co large a percentage 
of the transactions in the speculative pits in 
this market do not result in actual deliveries 
of grain. The Court of Appeals in an opinion 
delivered by Judge Baker goes into this 
» question thoroughly,’and shows a familiarity 
with methods of trading which was evidently 
not possessed by the lower court, the decision 
of which is reversed with direction to enter 
a decree in appellant's favor. The Court of 
Appeals says in effect that even if 95 per cent 
of the trades in the pits do not result in actual 
deliveries it does not affect the legitimate 
standing of the board or impair its properiy 
right in its own quotations, which is reaf- 
firmed. The officials of the board are much 
pleased with the decision, especially ag it 
takes\up the points on which Judge Shiras 
gave an unfavorable decision in the Christie 
case. 


Although the government report on wheat 
condition is generally construed as bullish 
by the local trade, from a theoretical stand- 
point there was the typical and traditional 
break which is supposed to usually follow 
the announcement of a government report.

COLD WEATHER HURTS CROPS. 


Unfavorable Conditions Except in Mid- 
dle and South Atlantic States 
and Pacific Coast. — | 


Washington, D. C., April 12.—The weather 
bureau’s weekly summary of crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

As a whole the weather conditions ueteg the 
week ending April 11 were not favorable for 
farming opérations in the principal agricultural 
ajstricts east of the Rocky mountains, being un- 
seasonably cold in the central valleys and south- 
ern states, with too much moisture over the 
middle gulf statés and a large part of the central 
valleys. More favoralie conditions prevailed in 
the middle and south Atlantic states and the 
Rocky mountain region. Temperatures below 
freezing occurred as far south as the interior 
of the south Atlantic states on the 4th and Sth, 
with more or less damaging effects. In the north- 
ern and central districts east of the Rocky moun- 
tains the season is from one to two weeks later 
‘than usual. The season is also backward on the 
North Pacific coast, but more favorable conditions 
prevailed during the latter part’ of the week. 

The least favorable reports respecting winter 
wheat are received from = the Ohio 
ley, crop having sustained much damage m 
eee ows in Indiana and Illinois and portions of

Ohio, “ind in Michigan. A considerable acre- 
age in Indfana and Ohio will be plowed up for 


other crops. An improvement, however, is noted 
in portions of Ohio and Illinois, and.the general 
outlook in Missouri, Kansas, and Nebraska is 
encouraging, although rain is needed in the west- 
ern portion of the wheat regfon in Nebraska. Over 
the southern portion of the middle Atlantic states 
the crop has experienced a general improvement.

BOARD OF TRADE VICTORY: _ 
BUCKET SHOPS ARE HIT. 


Federal Court of Appeals Decides Ex- 
change Has Sole Right to Its Quota- 
tions, Reversing Injunction Case. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
yesterday handed down a decision reaffirm- 
ing the property right of the board of trade 
in its own market quotations and its right 
to keep bucket shops from using them. 

The case was that of the board, as ap- 
pellant, against the ‘L. A. Kinsey company 
of Indianapolis. The original application for 
an injunction had been dismissed by the 


‘United States Circuit court for the district 


of Indiana, on the ground that the quotations 
were contraband and that the complainant 
did not come into court with clean hands 
because it was maintaining gambling in its 
own exchange hall. 

The lower court took the view that the 
board of trade was a bucket shop, because 2 
large proportion of the speculative transac- 
tions in the grain pits do not result in actual 


deliveries of cash grain. The Court of Ap-- 


peals disposed of both these contentions and 
revefsed the decree, with the direction to 
enter a decree in the appellant’s favor. 
Judges Jenkins, Grosscup, and Baker con- 
eurred in the opinion, which was delivered 
by Judge Baker. it says in part: 


We deem it necessary to determine from the 
evidence whether the percentage of trades in 
which actual deliveries were miade was 5 or 25. 
The finding of the one figure or the other would 
not prove what proportion of the remaining no- 
delivery ‘transactions were gambling. Of these 

an indeterminate number were hedging contracts. 
The record might well lead us to find that hedg- 
ing is a manufacturer's or merchant's insurance 
against price fluctuation of materials and no more 
damnatory than insurance of property or life. 
Even if it were true that 95 per cent of the deal- 
ings in the exchange hall were wagers, the prices 
are the same for the transacti that are not 
wagers, and the quotaticns sent out show the 
figures at which honest dealers may secure con- 
tracts. News may be an object of lawful owner- 
ship, though nine-tenths of the things reported be 
unlawful.

Thestew- 
ards, according to the custom here, referred 
the matter to the executive committee of 
the track for action. This committee will 
meet tomorrow morning, when all the wit- 
nesses in the case will be heard. _ 

There was little out of the ordinary about 
the racing at Montgomery park today. The 
program was featured by the Chickasaw 
Club handicap at nine furlongs, in which 
Corrigan's Haviland was at the top weight, 
Little Scout having declined the 122 pounds 
assigned to him. Sam Hildreth’s entry, 
Potheen and Safety Light, was made favor- 
ite. This combination afforded as good a 
price as 3 to 1 against Luralighter. 


Haviland Good for a Half.

Action of Hall & Henshaw on Reinsur- 
ance Commissions Called in 
Question. 


A has arisen with the executive 
committee of the Chicago Underwriters’ as- 
sociation as to commissions on reinsurance 
under the rules. The matter was brought up 
jn a circular letter issued by Hall & Hen- 
shaw, soliciting this business for their com- 
panies and not limiting the compensation to 
that stipulated by the association between 
members. The firm takes the ground that: 
the rule applies to local agency reinsurance, 
but cannot be construed to cover reinsurance 
among companies. 

Several companies have reinsurance ar- 
rangements with each other in Chicago, the 
compensation not being governed by the 
rules of the Chicago Underwriters’ associa- 
tion. Hall & Henshaw contend that-rein- 

‘ surance arrangements effected between the 

. firm and companies place the transaction be- 
yond the authority of the underwriters’ as- 
sociation. 

Members are divided in their opinion on 
this subject and say that it is difficult to know 
where to draw the line. Many declare that 
Hell & Henshaw in paying commissions in 
excess of the rules are violating the regula--: 
tions of the association, as the firm is purely 

gp local agency. The reinsurance commis- 
sions between members are limited to 15 and 


2 per cent.

stand Conflagration. 


New York, April 12.—[Special.]—The build-
